Davis Midwife Case Attracts 


Attention From Many Areas 


FARMINGTON, Utah (UPI) 
— The trial of midwife Ronna 
Hand on charges she practiced 
medicine without a license is 
more than a month away, but it 
is already attracting widespread 
interest. 

Ms. Hand was arraigned Tues- 
day on charges she illegally 
administered a drug to a preg- 
nant woman during a July 10 
home birth. The trial of the 
Kaysville woman was scheduled 
for Dec. 14. 

But, during her arraignment, 
more than 60 supporters pick- 
eted the Davis County Court- 
house. They claimed the real 
issue in the trial is a woman’s 
right to give birth at home. 

The protesters claimed the 
Davis County Attorney’s Office 
and the state’s medical profes- 
sion are trying to stop home 
childbirth. 

Sandra Vivien, Provo, said ‘‘a 
large number’’ of women who 
have had home births comprised 
the nucleus of Tuesday’s protes- 
ters.
